Railroad, and 
in reference to courts-martial. The bill for 
the redemption of trade dollars and a sus- 
pension of the coinage of the standard sil- 
ver dollar was distussed. The bill author- 
izing the construction of a bridge across 
the Mississippi River at Memphis was 
passed...... In the House the “objection” 
amendment to the rules was _ presented 
and after discussion adopted. The change 
enables individual members to call up bills 
each day. Mr. Ddckery’s resolution in 
reference to the employinent of deputy 
marshais at the polls at the last election 
and the amounts paid was reported and 
adopted.

In the Senateon the 6th aresolution was 
offered calling for information as to the 
plans for defending our harbors in case of a 
sudden war with a foreign power.

Palmer addressed the Senate in a lengthy 
speech upon the woman suffrage constitu- 
tional amendment, which was taken up by 
consent. He expressed himself as being 
strongly in favor of giving the ballot to 
woman, and pictured the many benefits 
that would be derived were such an amend- 
Inent to be submitted to and adopted by the 
States.

Hance B. Penn, chargea with participat- 
ing in the murder of R. P. Rials some 
months ago at Hazlehursé, Miss., was 
acquitted on the 7th. Dr. R. B. Penn, 
brother of Hance, and indicted with him 
for the murder, is sentenced to be hanged.

Tue bill authorizing the construction of a 
bridge across the Mississippi river at Mem- 
phis has passed both houses of Congress.

Wriu1aM OLIVER and Bessie Roberts, of 
Philadelphia, two young people accused of 
stealing jewelry, having been convicted, 
expressed a desire to marry, joined hands 
and were married by the judge, who then 
sentenced them to two months each in the 
house of correction. 

Mr. ALEXANDER was accidentally shot 
and killed on the 10th at Lexington, Miss., 
by Mr. Cole. 

A NEGRO youth, Jeff Thomas, formerly 
employed by the Parsons, was arrested at 
Birmingham, Ala., on the 11th, charged 
with complicity in the murder of Bennett 
Parsons on the night of the 4th instant, for 
which crime Mrs. Bennett Parsons and her 
daughter, Josephine Parsons, are now in 
jail. The arrest was made on account of 
the confession by Emily Parsons. a girl of 
thirteen years, that the boy volunteered to 
furnish a gun, pistol or poison with which 
to kill the old man. 

A SMALL detached building belonging to 
the county poorhouse, three miles form Mon 
ticello, [1l., burned on the night of the 9th, 
and three demented women, the only occu- 
pants of the building, perished in the flames.

The Visit of the President-Elect to the 
Home of Mr. Tilden—The Distinguished 
Gentlemen Clogeted in a Lengthy Con- 
fereace—The General Estimate of Mr 
Cleveland, By His Partisans and Others. 


Niw York, February 9.—G. W. Smith, 
Mr. Tilden’s private Secretary, came 
down to New York from Greystone early 
yesterday morning to. escort President- 
elecs Cleveland and Daniel Manning up | 
to Yonkers, The party left the Victoria 
Hotel about 8:30 o’clock, and got to the 
Grand Central Depot in time for the 8:50 
train.

Smith at the table. 

The remainder of the afternoon was | 
given up to talk of a confidential nature | 
between Mr. Tilden and Mr. Cleveland. |

His curios 
ity was excited, He went to the jail 
siw Omereh, knew at once that he 
was not @ negro, and surmised from 
his bearing that he wa & person of 
some dignity in his own country 
When the cotton planter came to 
claim his property, he readily accept- 
ed Gov.

Of Nashville’s Col’d Ex- Detective. 


A Jealous Hasband Crushes His 
Skull. 
Early risers Wednesday morning 
were met on their rounds with the 
news, ‘another man hi:led last night.’ 
The particulars of the affair as far 
as we have learned are as follows : 
A year or more ago Richard Mas- 
tin owing to unhappy family relations 
went to Mississippi, leaving his wife 
behind. On bis return he found 
among the visitors of his family a 
new acquaintance, Jack Smith. Smith 
appeared in the eyes of the troubled 
busband as an ivtruder, a desperate 
wicked character who had gotten too 
familiar with his wife. The two quar- 
reled. ‘Tuesday night last found 
them all in the house North of the 
Depot occupied by Mastin’s family, 
and one of the rooms by Smith,— 
There it is said a little general con- 
Versation, which did not at all arouse 
any feare of the terrible deed which 
soon followed. Shortly afterward 
Smith seated himself ata table in 
his room, banging his head and let- 
ting it rest in his hands supported by 
his elbows, a characteristic which 
apy ove who knew the man has ob- 
served. The irats husband’s smoth- 
ered hate asserted itself, and seizing 
a bi'let of wood he struck with venge- 
ful force the head of the unsuspect- 
ing ex-Detectiye, felling him to the 
floor, where several more blows were 
administered.

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Alabama Convicts. 


_ Montgomery, Feb. 11.—The con- 
sideration of the House Convict bill 
was resumed- The section hiring 
out convicts to mines and reilroads 
passed by 43 to 39. The discretion 
of hiring is left to the Governor and 
Inspectors, The penitentiaxy proper 
and Warden’s office were abolished. 
A Chaplain is to be engaged for the 
benefit of the convicts at a salary ot 
$1,000. The contracts are to expire 
in February 1887. Convicts not con- 
victed of crimes involving moral tur- 
pitude are not to be hired to the 
mines or railroads. After long die- 
cussions the muchly amended bill 
passed, 52 to 40.

New York State Experiment Station, 
Dr. E. Lewis Sturtevant, for his decis- 
ion. As might have been expected by 
any dairyman who knew his business, 
this decision is favorable to the use of 
brewers’ grains in a sound condition 
| for the production of milk, and for the 
' keeping of the cows in a good condi- 
‘tion of flesh and fat, and in sound 
| health. This view, taken from long 
personal experience in feeding cows for 
milk, and in close and daily observa- 
tion of neighboring and other milk 
| dairies managed with the most scrupu- 
lous care and exemplary success, has 
been expressed quite frequently in these 
columns, and we are glad to know that 
the evidence of so capable and trust- 
worthy an experimenter and expert in 
this line as Dr. Sturtevant has been se- 
cured and that his decision has been 
favorable.

acid, but moldiness and putridity and 
maggots would have condemned them 
to the manure heap; for the grains are 
either brought fresh from the brewery 
and used before they are even sour, or 
| they are preserved in silos and kept in 
the very best condition for use when 
| the fresh grains can not be procured. 
| It is plain, therefore, to see that the re- 
| sults in general dairy practice would 
be much better than those obtained in 
the Geneva experiments. 

Two cows were fed from September 
26th to November 12th upon the grains 
and no other food excepting such dry 
hay as they would consume; the grains 
being, for the greater part of the time, 
in the condition above described. The 
analysis of the hay and grains are given 
as follows:

Sixth—‘'The use of brewers’ grains 
was unfavorable, in respect of ease of 
churning, asa feed for cows whose 
milk is used for the production of but- 
ter. 

Seventh—‘‘In the taste, flavor, and 
appearance of the milk, and also as re- 
gards keeping quality, no difference 
between the hay fed and the brewers’ 
grains fed milk Was noticeable.” 

These are seven good reasons why 
brewers’ grains are an excellent food | 
for cows. The only remark that need 
be added to this is that in the use of 
brewers’ grains is is specially needful 
that they should be treated with atleast 
as much propriety as any otherfood, 
and not be permitted to spoil and be- 
come putrid any more than a dairyman 
Should so badly use corn meal, bran, or 
hay. When thus used they are not only 
a perfectly healthful food, but, as wiil 
be perceived from the above analysis, 
they are actually worth fifty per cent. 
more in nutritive elements than the 
best hay, and being especially rich in 
albuminoids and fat are an excellent 
food for milk to be used for any pur- 
pose, including even the production of 
butter. But yet no butter dairyman, 
with an ample supply of still better 
food, would ever desire to use these.— 
Henry Stewart, in N. Y. Times.
